The et of 1505 authorized the estublish-
ment of Irrigation disiriets so that a terri-
tory occupying o common watershed could
vote bonds to establish & common diteh
Some of the districts mentioned were formed
for the purpose of purchasing the ald ditehes,
so 1hat where necessary they could he
lengthioped and strengthened so ag to he more
accessable and more yaluable to the peaple
within the confioes of the district.
